Applicant argues, (see page 4, 3rd paragraph to page 5, 5th paragraph), that Jannarone fails to teach, "configuring a resource abstract 
model to automatically determine a set of resource metrics to be used to construct a model representative of the resource". Examiner 
disagrees. Examiner elaborated Jannarone disclosures of claimed limitations in the previous rejection, (col. 3, lines 21-34 and col. 4, lines 
22-32). Jannarone discloses argued limitations (see col. 3, lines 26-29 and 32-34). 

Applicant argues, (see page 6, 1 st paragraph), that "There has been no showing in the present § 103(a) rejection of claim 1 of objective 
evidence of record that would motivate one skilled in the art to combine Al-Hilali and Jannarone to produce the particular limitations in 
question". However, Examiner disagrees. Examiner elaborated a motivation for combining the references and not a motivation for 
combining the references "to come up with the invention".. 
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
